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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

2. Claims 22, 33, and all claims depending therefrom are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first 
paragraph, as failing to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains 
subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably 
convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. The new claim limitation including a first and second 
position are not supported by the specification. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) (he invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign countr) or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

4. Claims 22, 24, 26-33 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as being anticipated by Wilcox 
et al (US 5681289). Wilcox discloses a method of delivering a substance to bone comprising 
introducing a bone screw 87 into a bone 85, the screw including two ends connected by a shaft, 
the shaft is cannulated 88 and has fenestrations 90 along the cannulated portion, an insert 100 is 
introduced into the cannulated portion of the screw, the insert comprises two ends connected by a 
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shaft and is cannulated 103 along a portion of its length, and includes fenestrations 105 along the 
cannulated portion to deliver a substance from the insert through the screw to the bone. As fluid 
is delivered to the insert, the fluid is maintained in the insert until enough fluid is maintained in 
the insert to provide pressure to force the fluid out of the insert. The device may be used to 
mend a fracture. The device includes a pump 62.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

1 . The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

2. Claim 23 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Wilcox. Claim 
24 calls for the insert to be introduced into the screw prior to introducing the screw into the bone. 
Applicant does not disclose that there is any benefit to inserting the insert before the screw is 
inserted. Applicant also discloses that the insert may be inserted after the screw is inserted into 
the bone. Therefore, it is a matter of obvious design choice to insert the insert either before or 
after the screw is inserted. 

3. Claims 25 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Wilcox et al (US 
5681289) in view of Chappius (US 2001/0021852). Chappius teaches a device similar to that of 
Wilcox but further including threads. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the 
art at the time of invention to modify the device of Wilcox to include threads because it is well 
known in the art to use either a screw or a nail to insert into a bone to deliver fluid thereto. 
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Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 22-33 have been considered but are moot in 
view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
